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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues "Bhaskaran fails to disclose or 
suggest a) 'repeating... such that each block includes a coefficient having a vlue corresponding to a signature digit'; and b)'repeating the 
coefficient values corresponding to the signature... such that each block includes a coefficient having a value crresponding to a signature 
digit.'". Bhaskaran however discloses decoding a compressed digital image to gernerate a plurality of blocks, each block having a plurality 
of transform coefficients (Bhaskaran: column 2, lin _s 65-67). A hash function is applied at each block and after a watermark is computed 
each watermark bit is embedded in one f the blocks it was previously determined to do so (Bhaskaran: column 3; ines 1-17). This meets 
the limitation of "repeating... such that each block includes a coefficient having a value corresponding to a signature digit." 

Bhaskaran discloses a second pass of the watermark insertion process (Bhaskaran: column 5, line 48). This meets the limitation of 
"repeating the coefficient values corresponding to the signature... such that each block includes a coeffilclent having a value 
correspondingn to a signature digit." 
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
